PENAL SERVITUDE FOR 
AGED FATHER-LN-LAW..

The trial of Thomas Daly, aged 74 years, 
for..the murder, by shooting, of his son-in- 
law, Owen: Fearon, aged 30 years, at Kil- 
murray, near Carrickmacross, Co. Monaghan, 
on Sunday, the 29th- April last, was con- 
tinued, .As stated in evidence for the prose- 
cution on Monday, the shooting was the 
outcome of a dispute between Daly and his, 
son-in-law over the possession of a bicycle 
tyre. , Daly.-pleaded ‘self-defence. : 

The accused than entered the witness chair 
yesterday, and, in reply to his counsel, Mr. 
B. McGuckin {instructed by Messrs. Phelan 
and Company, Carrickmacross), said that he 
was in bed on the Saturday night, April 28, 
when he heard the front door being hit as 
with a heavy hammer. He also heard threats. 
Fearon was outside. When-he got up and 
came ‘to the door with wis shotgun, Fearon 
“cleared away.” He waited for some little 
time after that, because he was afraid that 
Féaron, who appeared to be “out of his 
wits,” would set fire to tlie house. , 

On the following morning the witness got 
up at 7 o'clock and whent down to his stable, 
leaving the gun inside the stable door. 
Fearon came up, shouting and using filthy 
language. He said that he would stop the 
witness from using the gun “‘ after ’’ him. 
“He said he would kill me,” said the 
witness, ' 

Fearon flung stones at him, any one of 
which, if it had struck him, would have 
killed him. The witness then seized the gun 
and showed it, in the hope. that. it would 
frighten Fearon and sefid him away. 

When he fired the shot he did not actualty 
see Fearon; he was so frightened that he 
did not know what he was doing. Whén 
he saw that Fearon was wounded he sent 
his son for the Guards. He remembered 
Maggie Fearon saying that she would hang 
him for shooting her brother. He did nót

What did vou want your loaded gun for 
if vou did not intend fo shoot him ?7—T had 
no intention of shooting him if 1 could avoid 
it. I was afraid of Fearon on Sunday morn- 
ing because of what happened the night 
before. I was sorry when Í shot him. 

Is it a fact that. you never crossed the 
fence to look at the man. lying dead’?—I 
could not look at him. If he had let’ me 
alone he. would be alive to-day. “i 

Mr. Carrigan—Did you say some time 
before this to a sergeant of the Guards that 
he ought to “‘ keep an eye around, “because 
Fearon’s brother was an awful man?—I did, 
because he said he would kill his: brother. 
And did you then say, ‘I wish to God 
he would do it; it: would save me the bother 
of doing it ’’?—I did; but I did not intend it. 
The Judge—In all the previous: statemer'ts 
that were made there is nothing to support 
vour statement now that you regretted this 
in the slightest way. 

The Witness—I was very sorry. 
Mr. Carrigan—You told your son ‘not -to 
attend the funeral?—Yes, because [was 
afraid that he would be attacked by Fearon’s 
brother.

PLEA OF SELF-DEFENCE. 
Mr. McGuckin, addressing the jury for the 
defence, submitted that it was absolutely im 
possible for them to hold that the State had 
in their presentation of the case’ sustained 
the indictment for murder. Neither could 
the jury, having regard to the evidence, 
hold that the minor charge of deliberate man. 
slaughter had been upheld. further than “that 
the act of the prisoner was clearly and un- 
mistakeably one oí self-defence. © 
Mr. Carrigan; for the State, swemitted that 
the case was- pmma facie one of murder ; 
that the plea of self-defence had not been 
sustained, and that:it was impossible for the 
jury not to find a verdiet of guilty on the 
graver charge, 

MANSLAUGHTER VERDICT. 
Mr. Justice Hanna, in his charge, pointed 
out to the jury that the question really was 
whether it was a case of murder or man- 
slaughter, which would be the .excusable 
killing on the ground of self-defence, It was 
for the jury to consider whether the provoca- 
tion was sufficient to justify the shooting ; 
aud, further, if it were done deliberately, 
was it under such circumstances as would 
deprive a man of his cool and calm con- 
sideration and self-control.. The use oí fire- 
arms was still, unfortunately, too common in 
this country, as the- business in that Court 
so frequently exemplified. It was for the 
jury to say whether the ¢xplanation given 
by the prisoner was sufficient by way of 
answer to the case for the prosecution 
In the old days a stick or some such 
weapon was often’ used in a quarrel, and a 
limb or a head might be broken; but when 
a firearm was. used, and the possibility of 
the deadly effects of its use were borne in 
mind, a jury should be particularly careful 
to consider whether or not there was any 
justification, especially in a ease of a squalid, 
trivial row, in which life should not be lost 
or blood shed. There was no guestion that 
there had been a cleavage. between the two 
families, and the question was whether what 
resulted was the effect of uncontrollable ants 
pathy or of a. prevocation which deprived 
the prisoner of self-control. 
Ihe element of murder in- the case should 
not be lightly turned aside. + The evidence 
of necessary self-defence was very slight. 
The jury found the prisoner guilty of 
manslaughter, with a recommendation to 
mercy on account of his age, and the judge 
sentenced him to five years’ penal servitude.

DONEGAL. 


If the wishes of all those people I have 
met in past years saying as they returned 
from Irish beauty spots: ‘‘ A marvellous 
place, beautiful lakes and mountains ; me 
—you could not get a cup of tea in it’ 
could have taken form those wishes, in 
massed formation, would have created 
Bundoran. Never can I remember seeing 
so much ‘‘accommodation’’ gathered 
together in the one lace. At every point 
notices of teas and dinners spring up, and 
in the houses that intervene people may 
obtain board and residence. All the length 
of two streets they stretch, and on out 
into the country. Not a private house is 
in sight. Yet half a century ago Bun- 
doran consisted of a row of low thatched 
farmhouses.

Guard John O'Brien saved two bathers 
from drowning in Courtown Harbour last 
July; and Guard Hannon, at the risk of 
his own life, saved a women from drown- 
ing at Kingstown. 


A SAD MEMORY. 
THE LATE MR. KEVIN 
O’HIGGINS. 

The ceremony was carried out in the pre- 
sence of the Governor-General and Mrs.

Finance, General Eoin O'Duffy, Commis- 
sioner of the Civic Guards, explained the 
purpose and meaning of the gathering. 

General O'Duffy said that it was a pleas- 
ing duty to weleome them to the fifth garden 
party and presentation of medals, and thank 
them most heartily for joining with the 
Guards in doing honour to four members of 
their force who risked their lives in carrying 
out what they considered to be their duty, 
and, in so doing, saved the lives of eleven 
persons under extremely hazerdous circum- 


stances. 
A MEMORY. 

Having mentioned that it was the first 
visit of the Governor-General, the Minister 
for Justice, and the American Minister Pleni- 
potamtiary to that annual function, General 
0’ Diffy said that there was a missing figure 
for the first time, and their pride and 
pleasure on the present occasion must be 
mingled with sed thoughts of him who had 
left them. Mr. Kevin O'Higgins had many 
great achievements to his credit, ut the 
achievement of which he was proudest was 
the institution of the Civic Guards. His 
last public act was to unveil a memorial slab 
at their. last Aonach, which was erected to 
the Guards who had lost their lives in carry- 
ing out their duty. On that occasion Kevin 
O'Higgins said that he profoundly hoped that 
there would be no further additions to the 
Guards’ Roll of Honour, and that those brave 
men who had given their lives for the people 
had now themselves peace eternal. AJ] there 
hoped that O’Higging had, too, found peace 
eternal. 

This presentation of medals was the first 
on which they had not to regret an addition 
to their Roll of Honour during the year, 
That pleasing circumstance, he said, marked 
a return to peace conditions. It wag an 
index of national progress. 


POLICE METHODS. 


Continuing, General O'Duffy said that in 
these days of criticism of police methods he 
was glad to be in a ition to say that 
perhaps in no other police force in the world 
were prisoners in custedy or defendants 
in the courts treated with the same 
kind consideration and impartiality. In the 
investigation of crime their poliee force had 
not stooped on any occasion to dishonourable 
methods. They stood for fair play end justice, 
and were determined to maintain that proud 


position. 

The Minister for Justice said that the 
Civic Guards were a fine corps. Theirs was 
a corps of which all who desired the well- 
being of this country must feel proud. Ip 
the aw short years of their existence ther 
had created a great tradition. The late 
Minister for Justice, who was the creator of 
the force, and whose idea it was that it 
should be an unarmed force, loved and ad- 
mired the (iuerds, and they loved and 
admired him. Murder could not kill the 
example he had given of how a true Christian 
could die. 

Mr. FitzGeraid-Kenney then gave particu- 
lars of the brave acts that merited the award 
of the medals to the four Guards

An unusual slander action was heard at 
Waterford Circuit Court yesterday in whieh 
the parties concerned were namésakes. 
Thomas Murphy, process server, Tramore, 
sued Joseph Murphy, shopkeeper, Tramore, 
to recover £10 damages for slander, contained 
in the allegation that the plaintiff had ified 
to serve a default civil bill on the defendant, 
who, as a result, was decreed in a civil action 
agg having an opportunity of defending 
the suit. 

The defence was a denial that the words 
used were defametory, and that, if used, they 
were true in substance and fact. 

Judge Sealy decided in favour of the plain- 
tiff and awarded £5 damages.

THE SEARCH FOR REALITY. 


DR. MILLER’S ADDRESS. 


Speaking at the Waterford Diocesan Synod 
yesterday, the Right Rev. Dr. Miller, Bishop 
of Cashel, who presided, said that as the 
years pass on and Synodical addresses are 
preparéd year by year there is a thought 
which is very present to al] minds—namely, 
the t difference between the present days 
and those prior to the changes which had 
been brou ft about by troubles abroad and 
at home. Then, he continued, we were quite 
contented to listen to the details of diocesan 
work and thought of its chief business, but 
now we feel that we want something deeper, 
more personal. The reason is clear—we have 
. through experiences which have been 
startling in this effect; we have been shaken 
roughly out of our feeling of security. 
Foundations began to feel insecure, and the 
result has heen to lift our thoughts above 
the details of ordinary routine, and to ask 
what do they stand for. The thoughtful man 
comes to the Synod now with the same feel- 
ing as he did ten years ago. He has begun 
to realise that behind all business there is 
the consciousness that he is or ought to be 
vitally connected with Him who is thé 
foundation of the Christian Church, the 
reason for its existence, and the final object 
of all its work. 

The effect of the past ten years is very 
eneral. It is by no means confined to the 
‘thurch of which we are members. It is 
becaming more and more difficult to stir up 
denominational ¢trife. Men generally are be. 
ginning to believe that peace and goodwill 
are ntial to valid faith, There is a 
general desire now for a reality and willing- 
ness to permit a variety of opinions upon 
vital religion. Where is the search for 
reality leading us? The answer is towards 
that which is true: true in the sense of what 
is the real and permanent as compared with 
that which is passing and transitory. In a 
word, we are seeking truth as it was taught 
us by the Founder of Christianity. He has 
told us that the great reality ie God, and 
that purity of heart is a means of access to 
Him. That is the message of the Christian 
thasc). Therefore, temperance, missions, 
education, finance are all means by which 
we are trying to influence the people to 
attain that purity of heart which shail enable 
us to appreciate and finally behold that which 
is Divine. 


AN IMPORTANT DUTY. 

The duty therefore of. members of the 
Diocesan Syttods ig very much more im- 
portant than we have hitherto been inclined 
to imagine. You are here to-day as evidence 
thet you believe in the great reality which is 
before the Christian Church, and that you 
are prepared to fulfil the duties of your 
m poreh: , With a view to developing its 
highest work. As I said, we have been 
shaken out of our lethargy and we are now 
seeking the great reality. If, therefore, purity 
of beart is a great requisite, what is the 
duty incumbent upon us as members of this 
Synod? It seems to me that the first duty 
1s to be living exponents of the Lord’s teach. 
ing The world is crying out for peace. Is it 
the peace which follows the clash of arms or 
is it the peace which comes from contact with 
God? There is no man here to-day who does 
not wish for satisfaction in his life. He also 
knows how it can be obtained, and it means 
for him to walk the path of duty. 

We are all anxious for the Lest progress 
of our country. It seems to me that genuine 
improvement can only result from the strict 
and accurate following of the advice given by 
our Lord. When it is fully followed by all 
who bear the name of Christian. then nations 
shall know war no more, and peace shall 
flourish within our own homes.. What a fear- 
ful and awful sight it has been to see 
Christian nations fight. It all resulted from 
placing country before Christ. Everything 
was made re to national progress, an 
peace and purity fled away. e time is, I 
trust, not far distant when the Christian 
Churches will be so united by the bonds of 
truth and purity that grave discord will be 
unknown.

PORT OF DROGHEDA.

B. AND I. COMPANY AND 
PASSENGER TRAFFIC. 


A conference took place last evening be 
tween representatives of the Drogheda Har- 
hour Commissioners and the Drogheda Cor- 
poration, and Mr. David Barry, general 
manager of the British and Irish Steam. 
packet Company, on the question of the 
transfer to the company of the tenancy of 
the sheds and huts on the Steampacket Quay, 
Drogheda, which the Londen, Midland and 
Scottish Railway Company formerly held 
from the Commissioners under an agreement 
dated 19th September, 1905. 

In the course of a long discussion the 
local representatives steered the importance 
to the port of Drogheda of the maintenance 
of the cross-Channel service as heretofore, 
and Mr. Barty. gave an undertaking that 
the goods mi Jive-stock service would be 
maintained fully. 

On the question of the passenger service, 
Mr. Barry pointed out that the difficulty 
was the fact that the port was q tidal har- 
bour, where no regularly timed passenger 
service was possible, and informed the con- 
ference that his company’s passenger boats 
could not enter the harbour, They had; how- 
ever, one boat that would accommodate twelve 
passengers, but would hold 100 less live- 
stock than the boat which they had allocated 
to the service, and if the conference thought 
that that vesse] would serve the interests 
of the port better the company would be 
EUR to substitute it for the Lady Kil- 
are. 

The Jocal representatives did not think 
that lowering the live-stock quota by 100 in 
order to accommodate twelve passengers 
would be a wise undertaking, but asked Mr. 
Barry if his company would not be pre- 
bail to build a vessel to suit beth the 
ive-stock and passenger reguiréments of the 
Ort. 

i Mr. Barry replied that if a passenger 
trafic of such dimensions as would warrant 
the expenditure involved in the building of 
a new vessel offered in the future his com- 
pany would be prepared to make arratge- 
ments to accommodate it. 

Meanwhile, the British and Irish Com. 
pany's heat, the Lady Kildare, had arrived 
in Drogheda, and made her first sailing last 
night with a full live-stock and goods cargo. 
The next sailing will be on Friday next, 
and thereafter bi-weekly sailings, on the 
same days as heretofore, are advertised to 
take place.’

The continuous improvement in the quality 
and texture of the butter manufactured in 
Saorsta® creamerios may be deduced from the 
fact that all the exhibits were up to the 
standard fixed for creamery butter intended 
for export, and that 91 per cent. attained as 
high a standard as will eventually be required 
for the award of the National Mark.

FORESTRY BILL DRAW- 
BACKS.

Senator Bennett, Vice-Chairman, took the

BILL ADVANCED. . 

As no notice of appeal from the report of 
the Examiner of Private Bills in the case of 
the Limerick Corporation Gas Undertaking 
(Pensions) Bill, 1928, had been received within 
the perscribed time, it was announced that 
the bill was deemed to have been read a first 


time. 
POSITION OF RAILWAYS. 

Sir Walter Nugent apologised for his 
absence from the last meenes of the Senate, 
when a matter concerning the amalgamated 
railways was being dealt with. He was not 
aware that the bintster for Industry and 
Commerce had recovered from his unfortunate 
illness, and was able to be present at the 
last meeting of the Senate, and, therefore, 
concluded that the motion in question would 
not be taken on that day. He regretted his 
absence on that oceasion, and would have 
taken part in the debate ov the motion beiore 
the House, if he had been present. He 
wanted to call attention to a report of what 
had been said in, 1e debate. is attention 
had been called Ío it by letters from railway 
shareholders in the country, who did not ap- 
preciate what húd occurred, In a daily 
newspaper of 28th June a statement made by 
Senator O'Farrell was attributed to the 
Minister. 

“ Reference was made in the debate,” he 
said, “to the absence of vailway directors, 
some of whom I understand were here. When 
a motion is made by a private member of the 
Senate it would be by no means incumbent 
upon them, even if they were here, to take 
part in the discussion, if they did not feel 
disposed to do so. By far the most import- 
ant part. of the speech, and the part to which 
1 want to allude particularly, is the sugges- 
tion that the directors or the board took a 
slack interest in railway matters, owing to 
the fact that some members of the board 
were interested in other; concerns: in the 
motor business or some other business, ' | 
would find it very difficult to believe—in fact, 
I do not believe it—that anyone in the Senate 
or outside of it holds that view, and I am 
quite sure that the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce never attributed anything of the 
sort to any member of the board. I have 
looked through very carefully everything that 
the Minster has said, and | could not find in 
his speeches the slightest indicatiop of such a 
thing. Naturally, what was said hurt some 
of the directors very much. Speaking on 
their behalf, as well as on my own behalt, 
and on behalf of every member of the board 
if such a suggestion as that was intended, i 
most emphatically repudiate it, 

“I feel it quite unnecessary to say more 
than that. As the Minster is here J have no 
doubt that he will express the views of 
the Ministry on the subject. With regard 
to the remark that was made by the Minister 
when he said that he had been in constant 
and close touch with the amalgamated com- 
pany, I can say that that is perfectly true. 
From the very start he has been in the 
closest contact with the company, and any 
representations that we have made to him 
have always received his most careful con- 
sideration. 

“The line we have taken from the start 
has been this, that we have not asked for 
special treatment. All we have asked for is 
to be placed in the same position as other 
motor carrying companies as regards the up- 
keep of the permanent way and all other 
matters. 1 realise it would not be in order 
for me to go into that matter now, and I will 
conclude by saying that every, single director 
of the railways is as anxious as Fáis to do 
all in his power to promote railway interests, 
and | am quite sure that every member of 
the Senate will appreciate what I have said.”’ 


SENATOR O'FARRELL EXPLAINS, 

Mr. O'Farrell said that he regretted that 
anything that he said in the transport debate 
on Wednesday last should have been attri- 
buted to the Minister for Industry and Com. 
merce. The statement to which Sir Walter 
Nugent referred as having been reported in 
the newspaper in question arose out of a 
statement made by the Minister in the Dail 
which he (Mr. O'Farrell) quoted—not 
actually word for word, but a correct suin- 
mary of it. The Minister said—‘‘I have 
had the closest possible association with the 
amalgamated alieriar company since it was 
formed, and never once have they put in any 
demand with regard to any sort of restric- 
tive control in the case of ‘bug traffic.’’ That 
came to those of us who were interested in 
transport as very surprising. in view of the 
rather plaintive appeals made by the railway 
companies to the railway trades unionists to 
take into consideration the unfair position im 
which they were placed in regard to road 
motor competition. 

He (the speaker) had then proceeded along 
the line quoted by Sir Walter Nugent, and 
contended—' Where the railway companies 
do plead the iniquity of the existing situa- 
tion is when they go before the Railway 
Wages Board to get the wages and salaries of 
their employés reduced. Then they say all 
the things they should say where it would 
have some effect. Their only contribution 
to the solution of this problem is to take off 
| the table of the railway workers a little more 
bread, which, perhaps, is already scarce. I 
was, I admit, considerably disappointed by 
the fact that during an important transport 
debate none of those 
who are members of the House 
was present to take part in 
it, because if we are to take advantage of 
the business men in a Parliamentary 
assembly we must have them present when a 
business about which they are supposed to 
know something is under discussion. 

“It was for that reason I made ‘hat state- 
ment, I fully accept the assurance of the 
Senator that none of the directors is directly 
interested in road transport, but, of course, 
he knows that as railway directors they are 
very much interested in the control of one 
of the biggest motor road transport com: 
panies in ihe country. My ere WAS: 
they are inclined rather to get back on the 
roads what they lose on the railways, end 
they are mening the railways pay for the 
inequitable position that now obtains with 
regard to road motor taxation, That was 
the only meaning of the statement I made 
here. do not want to attribute any mala 
tides to any railway director, whether a 
member of this House or outside of it, but 
I did think it did look bad to find not a 
single representative of the railways here 
to take part in the discussion of a subject in 
which they are so vitally interested.’’ 

The Senate proceeded to consider the bills 
on the Order Paper. 


FORESTRY BILL, 1028. 


Mr. M. F. O'Hanlon moved the second 
reading of the Forestry Bill, 1928. In his 
opinion it was long overdue, but the factors 
causing delay in its introduction were out- 
side the pein Ht of the Minister for Agricul- 
ture. The position was that in the years im- 
mediately succeeding the war their wooded 
area was simply devastated. This bill was 
intended to make a change. In Ireland they 
had only 220,000 acres of forest, and at the 
present rate of cutting the country would be 
absolutely denuded of trees in fifty years. 
If they could improve their climate by 
planting trees they should do so. That bill 
was not constructive. It was more or less 
reveniive. The Minister for Agriculture 
bad all the powers he wanted in the Forestry 
Bill of 1919, except in respect of the amount 
of money to be spent. . 
Some real hardships might be caused in 
the case of a man who had planted for com- 
merciel purposes twenty years ago, an 
whose heir wanted to sell the matured 
timber, but had to face objections on the 
art of a tourist association or some other 
dy. He thought, however, that the 
Minister could deal with cases in which the 
timber had been planted for commercial pur- 


ses. 
Pose Lansdowne said that, while agreeing 
that a Forestry Bill was overdue, he thought 
thet the present bill, unless the Minister 
exercised liberal exemptions, would mean 
very great interference with the rights of 
property in respect of certain woods which 
were planted by or with a view to ulti- 
mate cutting. he Minister, he thought, 
wanted to ensure that there must be re: 
planting when trees were cut down, but that 
could be easily done by making replantin 
obligatory when trees were felled, It woul 
mead a trémendous interference with the 
owner of such a wood if he was compelled to 


go to the Civic Guards when he wanted to 
cut down even @ single tree, Were the bill

Mr. doubted whether legislation of 

the kind suggested in the bill—prohibitive 
| eeercive—would ever satisfactorily 

achieve the end in view. Although Ireland 
was neturally a beautiful country, it had no 
seenery on so grand a stale that it could 
afford to dispense with the embellishment of 
timber. . 

He doubted if forestry here could ever 
become economic. One of the reasons why )t 
was not economic was because so few people 
in the country were skilled in arboricylture. 
The country was suffering great wsthetic loss 
by the cutting of its trees, and there was also 
the commercial loss due to the failure to pro 
vide sufficient timber. The present measure 
was comprehensive and drastic, but; to his 
mind, was not the t way in which the 
nape could be tackled. He would prefer 
o see it attacked in another way. 

He would like to see the Senate refuse the 
bill a second reading, but, better than that, 
he would like to see the Minister withdraw 
the measure and take action of a different 
kind. Before transferring the control from 
individuals to the State, and before setting 
up a possible instrument of tyranny, he 
thought that they ought to be very sure that 
the change was for the better. 

To make the present bill really effective. 
commented Mr. Bagwell, amdist laughter, and 
to exercise a proper check on the cutting of 
timber. the Minister woyld have to have 
Civie Guards listening for the sound of axes 
day and night. The purpose of the Minister 
would be best achieved along educative lines. 
Much could he done in the schools, 
where the children conld be trained to 
an appreciation of civic responsibilty, 
and a leve of trees ought be inculeated. 
That was better than giving an opportunity 
for unlimited interference with the individual, 
Such interference would produce hostility to 
the law and would tend to embarrass a most 
deserving class of owner who really planted 
more than he cut. : 

“END OF PRIVATE PLANTING.” 

Mr. Linehan said that his idea was that 
all the cut-away woodlands, th- timber of 
which had been cut and exported, should be 
taken over for planting purposes. The land 
was of very little value f. any other purpose, 
and could be got for a nominal price. He 
contended that if the bill passed with all its 
restrictions it would be the end of private 
planting, and any afforestation that took place 
afterwards would have to be done by the 
State. A certain number of amendments at 
the Committee stage would make the bill 
acceptable. He would not oppose the second 
reading of the bill. 
Sir John Keane said that as they were 
definitely committed to an endless vista of 
restrictive legislation, they should try to see 
what principle was wehind it. The only 
thing in all these matters was gocdwill. They 
were going to get a certain small spurious 
amount of improvement with a great deal of 
hidden discontent. If a man was not goin 
to replant with his heart in it, he a 
replant in a cheap, bad, useless way. There 
was nothing about protection against rabbits 
in the bill, and they all knew that rabbits 
did more damage than large stock. Plantin 
was not economic. One activity in which 
State action was justified was in embarking 
on schemes of afforestation. 

Mr. Kenny said that the first step towards 
apg the present position was to call a 
halt to the reckless destruction of timber still 
going on in the country. That was what the 
ill set out to do. There was a market for 
their timber, and he did not see why they 
should not be able to grow trees successfully. 

On the motion of Mr. Farren, the Senate 
adjourned till 3 p.m. to-day.

That they never l.a* a greater variety 
of cases than during the past year, was 
the statement made by Dr. W. Boxwell, 
F.R.C.P.1., in moving the adoption of the 
report of the Joint Committe. at the 
annual general meeting of the Meath 
Hospital, Dublin, which was held yester- 
day. Dr. Boxwell added that they re- 
quired more rooms and wards and an ex- 
tern department, which seemed to him 
to be the great desire cf the institution. 

Mr. William Stewart Collis, who pre- 
sided, in the absence of Lord Ardee, said 
that all the hospitals were hard up. The 
obvious solution ef the problem was amal- 
gamation, and the erection of a large 
central hospital so take the place of 
several of the general hospitals. Such an 
hospital would be « credit to Dublin, and 
an asset for the whole of the Free Stato, 
and it would, he believed, soon raise the 
reputation of the Duh:in Medical Sehcol 
to thet degree of emirence that it had im 
the past, and would attract students from 
all parts of the world. | 

The report showed that the income for the 
year was slightly in excess of expenditure. 
The overdraft at the bank on March 31 last 
was £4,744 2s., as against £5,005 Zs. 11d. in 
1927. The total expenditure was £14,500 
6s. 1d. and the income £14,627 19s. ód. 

There were in the wards on April 1, 1927, 
120 patients; 1.787 were admitted during the 
year, making @ total of 1,907. Of these, 
1.679 were discharged cured or relieved, 106 
died, and 122 remained in hospital en March 
31 last. The total number of days spent in 
hospital was 43,274; the average daily number 
of beds occupied was 118.55. The average 
number of days spent by each patient in 
hospital was 22.69, and the mortality was 5.75 
per cent. on the total cases treated to a 
termination. There were 5,027 accident cases 
treated as out-patients, aid the dispensary 
Cases numbered 16,125. There was, therefore, 
a grand total of 25,027 persons who received 
medical or surgicai weatment during the year, 

X-RAY DEPARTMENT, 

The Joint Committee congratulated Mr. 
Lane on the working of the A-ray depart. 
ment. During the year 1,669 patients were 
X-rayed, as compared with 1,020 the previous 
year, the expenditure being £209 11s. ód. and 
Linen Guild for the suppoi: provided. 

The report added tnat the hospital had 
suffered a very severe loss through the death 
of Dr. Richard Lane Joynt., Dr. Lane Joynt 
inaugurated the tinfoi! collection, and it was 
due entirely to his efforts that the hospital 
benefited by some hundreds of pounds. 

‘the Committee acknowledged their in- 
debtedness to the Dublin County Counc! for 
giving in addition to their annual grant of 
£1,000 a bonus of £1,800, and to the Com- 
missioners of the County Borough of Dublin 
for their grant of £400. 

RESTLESS ENERGY. 

Dr. Boxwell, in moving the aduption of the 
report, said that it revealed great work dune 
and restless energy in the hospital, and the 
outlook for it was a roseate one. ‘fhe small 
surplus that they had was due to the fact 
that they refrained from carrying out certain 
repairs and work that ought to have been 
done, but was left over in order to meet 
other demands. 

Sir Jolin Moore seconded, and said that im 
the new matron who had been appointed 
(Miss Gage) they hoped for great work in the 
hospital, because she brought with her a 
great experience in the public service—the 
Navy. 

The Chairman (Mr. William Stewart Collis), 
before putting the motion, said that all the 
hospitals in tutn were making their appeals 
for funds, 

Having made the statement set out above, 
Mr. Collis went on to say that they were 
falling behind in the general advance of 
medical science both as regards housing of 
the sick and teaching and research work—and 
that was chiefly from lack of organisation and 
mopey—and I they were to preserve their 
existence in the front rank they must 
reform and come into line with other 
great cities. It was obvious, too. the 
Chairman said, that there were medical 
students scattered around a number of smal! 
hospitals. They could not have the same 
opportunities for learnin= as in a central 
hospital, with five times the number of 
patients.

j THE FARMING INDUSTRY. , 

Mr. Cornelius McLaughlin, of the Irish 
Farmers’ Union, and secretary of the Co. 
Dublin Farmers’ Association, gave evidence 
in his official capacity. He said that it 
was the considered opinion that the farming 
industry should have direct representation on 
the conttolling body of the national port of 
the country. In the management of the 
port the industry which furnishes the bulk 
of its trade should have an influencing voice. 
The statutes governing the port authority 
should be altered to enable its preferential 
charges to be fixed in favour of the agricul- 
tural industry, both on the import and ex- 
port side. He quoted the official returns 
showing that in each of the years 1924-28 
the exports of live animals, together with those 
of foodstuffs, excluding fish and drink, re- 
presented 75 per cent. of the total exports 
of the Free State. The imports of agricul- 
tural requisites in the same years amounted 
to about 30 per cent. of the whole. He 
put before the Tribunal the returns which, 
he said, justified his contention that, roughly, 
fifty per cent, of the exports of live stock 
from all Ireland passed through the port of 
Dublin, which furthermore handled a good 
deal more than fifty per cent. of the Free 
State portion of those exports. For 1927 
the figures were :—Through Dublin, 822,000 
head; from all Ireland, 1,710,000; from the 
Free State, 1,409,000 The live stock ex- 
ports to countries other than Great Britain 
and the Isle of Man are infinitesimal. In 
1927 one cow was exported to Antwerp. 

Everything concerned with the port of 
Dublin was of very great importance for 
farmers, and in view of that importance, 
agriculture should be given representation on 
the Port and Docks Board to the extent of 
at, least one-fourth of the membership. To 
select the representation, he suggested that 
the Minister for Agriculture be asked to 
pick out half a dozen names from a panel 
of representative prastising farmers prepared 
by the County Councils and the organisations 
actively identified with the interests of agri- 
culture. He wished to make it clear that 
Dublin and the agricultural community were 
linked closely together; that, in fact, the 
existence of Dublin is only justified by the 
existence of the country. 

Chairman—Has the Farmers’ Union re- 
ceived any complaints as to the general 
management of the port of Dublin? 

The witness replied that at the meetings 
there had been many expiessions of dis- 
content. Those came from individuals, most 
frequently from those in the cattle trade, 
rather than from the Union as a whole. His 
Union had not considered the charges at the 
port, either on live stock or on tonnage. 
Theirs was a genéral claim for reduction on 
the charges for agricultural produce. Their 
cattle trading ‘members complained that the 
berthage was left very largely in the hands 
of private shippers. 


AGRICULTURAL PRODUCE RATES. 

To Mr. O'Conor, he said that personally 
he would be satisfied to allow the Minister 
for Agriculture to nominate farmer repre- 
sentatives on the Board without the com- 
plication of preparing a panel. 

_To Mr. Deegan, he said he had no sugges- 
tion as to how the revenue loss arising from 
preferential rates on exported produce would 
be made up. The Irish farmer was not to 
any appreciable extent dependent on the 
overseas trade. He wanted to have favoured 
rates for Irish agricultural produce exported 
to his only market, Great Britain. He held 
that the management of the national port 
should go out of its way to increase those 
exports to Great Britain. 

He was entirely opposed to giving public 
assistance to the smaller or to any ports, 
but he recognised that situations might arise, 
such as a strike, when it would be useful 
for farmers to have those ports available. 

In the course of further evidence and dis- 
cussion, it was brought out that the port 
rate on pigs exported from Dublin is one 
penny per tail, and from Cork fivepence. In 
1605 the Dublin rate was one-tenth of a 
penny, and the number of pigs exported was 
wt bay The total exported in 1927 was

MUNICIPAL LAIRAGE UNNECESSARY. 
Mr. J. Kelly-Tighe was the next witness 
lled, He said that he did not consider 

that a municipal lairage was necessary; 95 
per cent, of the cattle exported from Dublin 
were shipped direct. Every beast shipped 
through the port of Dublin had to pass 
through the lairages of one of the recog- 
nised’ shipping companies. He knew of no 
other facilities for the inspection of cattle. 
He thought that a municipal lairage would 
not be a success, but he wished: to make 
clear that he also opposed it on personal 
grounds, as he had expended a good deal 
of money on the provision of a lairage which 
was now practically idle. 

In reply to the Chairman, he said that 
the freights on cattle from Dublin are too 
high. He remembered when cattle could be 
shipped to Glasgow for half a crown a head, 
whereas now the freight is 18s. The condi- 
tions under which cattle are handled 
at the quay and aboard ship are greatly 
improved in recent years. 

Chairman—Is it your experience that 
cattle from Dublin are sent to Glasgow by 
Belfast because the facilities are better for 
shippers ? 

Witness—That is so. On several occasions 
within the past two years I have seen 
specials of cattle from Kildare and Carlow 
taken to within a few hundred yards of the 
Glasgow boat and shunted on to Amiens 
street, where they are booked via Belfast 
to Glasgow, where they arrived next morn- 
ing. I.can go to Amiens street any day and 
book a wagon of cattle to Glasgow as 
any as if I sent them by the Glasgow 

oat. 

Mr. O’Conor—Would you say that there 
is a shipping combine at the port of Dublin 
operating against the ordinary trader? 

Witness—I would not say so. I should 
say that all the companies are doing their 
best to meet the users of the port in every 
way possible. 

To. Mr. Deegan, he stated that he sa 
cattle sent to Glasgow via Belfast because 
there was no boat sailing that night. He 
considered it a grievance that dealers cross- 
ing to Great Britain with cattle now have 
to pay their fares the same as an ordinary 
passenger. Up to some ten years ago they 
got free passes from the companies that 
were rivals for the trade of the port. 

To Mr. M. J. Dwyer, solicitor for the 
Caitle Traders’ Association, he stated that 
he had frequently seen cattle outshipped at 
the North Wall for want of sufficient room 
aboard. That might cause the shipper to 
lose his market, and, of course, lose money. 

To Mr. O’Conor, he said, that preference 
in accepting cattle when shipping room was 
limited were given to old customers, but he 
would not say that the companies victimised 
any particular shippers by holding their 
cattle back in a rush time. 


A CRYING NECESSITY. 

Mr. R. C. Ross, cattle exporter, Dublin, 
stated that he ships an average of 150 to 
200 animals a week. He agreed with the 
companies’ decision to do away with free 
travel for dealers with cattle: It was :

**An absolute lie’? is Mr Ramsay 
Macdonald's description of the suggestion 
that the Labour Party was consulted with 
regard to the appointment of Viscount 
Byng as Chief Commissioner of the 
London Metropolitan Police. 

Neither Mr. Macdonald nor the Labour 
Party Executive was consulted, and a 
good deal of resentment is shown in Lubour 
quarters at the suggestion 

The subject was discussed at a meeting 
of the Parliamentary Labour Party yes- 
terday morning. It was decided to ask the 
Party Executive to take BE to 
secure an early discussion in the House. 
By the time arrangements have been com- 
pleted for this debate it is probable that 
the report of the Savidge Tribunal] will be 
available. The report, which it is assumed 
will discuss police methods, is expected to 
be presented to the Homie Secretary at the 
ond of this week and published early next 
week, 

THE CHIEF OBJECTION. 

The chief objection on the Labour side 
to the selection of Lord Byng is that he is 
a military man. Those members of the 
Opposition who know him personally have 
a high opinion of him and agree that he 
possesses broad sympathies which put him 
in a special category among military men, 
but they maintain that as a matter of 
public policy it is undesirable that the 
practice of appointing a military man 
should be continued in the case of a 
police force whose methods are being 
criticised as savouring too much of the 
military attitude. 

It is admitted in authoritative quarters 
that Lord Byng declined the post several 
times, and that he was finally induced to 
accept it only after exceptional pressure 
had been applied. The suggestion that the 
influence of the King was invoked is 
denied, and strong exception is taken in 
official quarters to what is described as 
the wholly unwarranted attempt to bring 
the name of the King into the controversy. 

As Lord Byng is a member of the 
House of Lords it has been assumed hy 
many parliamentarians that he will be 
able to speak for the police in the Upper 
Tlouse when police methods are under dis- 
cussion. There is authority for saying 
(says the Press Association Lobby Corre- 
spondent) that this assumption 1s 
erroneous, and that Lord Byng will not act 
as an official spokesman for the police 
in the House of Lords. The Home 
Secretary is responsible to Parliament for 
the administration of the London Metro- 
politan Police Force, and he or his repre- 
sentatives on the Government Front Bench 
will continue to act as the official spokes- 
man for the police. 
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CUNARD LINE’S 88TH

FLEET OF 12 LINERS AT SEA. 


To-day the Cunard Line celebrates iis 
eighty-eighth birthday. It was on Juiy 4, 
1840, that the first Cunarder, the Britcanmia, 
208 feet long, and with a tonnage of i,154, 
left. Liverpool on. her maiden voyage to 


276,000, will be at sea. Nearly 
sengers are on board these liners.

brate Independence Day. 
This Cunard anniversary will be marked by 
one of the very rare occasions when the 
52,000-ton Berengaria, the Mauretania, the 
fastest liner in the world, and the world 
ship, the Aquitania, will all be crossing the 
Atlantic.

YOUTH CHARGED AT MONAGHAN.

. TRE CITY’S ROAR. 

A formal civic recéption had been 
planned, but al] its arrangements went 
‘aglee’’ as soon as Dublin started to 
demonstrate of its own accord, which was 
the moment that the three airmen crossed 
into the city at.Leeson street Bridge. 
~ The street decorations, the procession 
‘with its bands of music, the military 
pageant of smart-looking soldiers, mounted 
and. on foot, were unnoticed. It was the 
crowd that counted—and the continuous 
toar that came from it. Six hundred 
Civic Guards were on duty to keep the 
route of the procession clear ; six thousand 
could not have kept the surging masses 
from pressing close as they could to the 
car in which the airmen sat. 

From 6 o'clock the city turned out 
en masse and lined the sidewalks from 
O'Connell Bridge along the whole 
arranged route to Leeson street Bridge, 
where stood the. ancient gateway into 
Dublin from the South. It was a quarter 
to eight when the decorated car conveying 


‘the men of the evening arrived on the 


bridge. 

Major Fitzmaurice, in his Air Corps 
uniform, sat in the middle with Captain 
Koehl, in a big leather coat, on his right, 
and Baron von Huenefeld, in a blue suit, 
on his left. All three were bronzed almost 


to dark. 
GUARD OF HONOUR. 


The guard of honour of two companies 
of the 5th Battalion of Infantry presented 
arms, the No. 1 Army Band ‘played 
“Deutchsland Uber Alles,’ followed by 
“The Soldier’s Song.” Mr. Commissioner 
Murphy welcomed the three on behalf of 
the citizens, and then the crowd roared 
with a deep, long-sustained noise that was 
carried along among the masses waiting 
away down Fitzwilliam street. 

Normality was observed, more or less, 
during the introduction by Mr. Commis- 
sioner Murphy of the members of the Re- 
ception Committee, but that was the end 
of it. Once the motor car started to move 
citywards Dublin itself took charge of the 
rest of the proceedings. 

The . procession was headed by the 
James's street Brass Band, other musical 
combinations followed, the Fire Brigade 
was there spick, span and shining 4s 
usual, and there was an escort of mounted 
Yntantry—fifty men on fKorses, under the 
command of Captain O'Dwyer, one of 
Ireland's representatives in the Interna- 
{ional military horse-jumping tests. 


PAGEANT LOST. 

Tt was a procession planned nicely on 
the established lines, but it was the air- 
men, and not the pageant, that the people 
were there to see. . It got lost in the 
surging crowds before St, Stephen’s Green 
was reAched, 

The péople, men and women, just threw 
themselves at the motor car, or as near 
to it as two cavalry men escorting on 
each side would let them go. In Baggot 
street a young woman dived under a 
moving horse, jumped on the running 
board of the motor car and secured a 
shake hands from each one of the heroes. 
She deserved to get safe through the 
horses, and the crowds that followed the 
car all mixed up together. The mounted 
infantry managed their horses magnif- 
cently under conditions that were almost 
impossible for horses and horsemen. 


BOMBARDED WITH FLOWERS. 
Passing along slowly, the airmen were 
cheered wildly by the crowds on the 
streets and the more fortunate ones who 
filled every window. It was just one long 
continued roar. Through it one could 
hear the now well-known cry: “Good old 


‘Fitz.,’’ and another which seems to have 


in Dublin: “Good old 
- Bunches and bundles of flowers were 
thrown from windows, only to be trampled 
under the feet of the excited multitude. 
So along Baggot street, St. Stephen’s 
Green, Grafton street and on to O’Connell 
Bridge, where a longish halt was neces- 
sary while the police tried to clear a 
passage for the motor car through the 
thousands wedged in one solid mass in 
Sackville street. The men, working under 
Chief Superintendent Willoughby and In- 
spector Hurley, got the car through as a 
unit, but the procession dispersed, good- 
ness knows where, and the three airmen 
were safely landed on the platform erected 
in front of Clery’s. 

When they appeared among the gather- 
ing of well-known people on the platform 
the enthusiasm of the crowds concentrated 
itself into one long monotone of acclama- 
tion. The Southern half of this magnifi- 
cent thoroughfare was packed close from 
wall to wall all the way from Nelson 
Pillar to O’Connell Bridge, and from that 
sclid mass came one sound like the roar 
of the sea. 


SPEECH-MAKING UNDER 
DIFFICULTIES. 

A little programme of welcoming speech- 
making had been arranged, but for fully 
fifteen minutes a thunderstorm would have 
been unheard in the din of human voices. 
Major Fitzmaurice first, and then each 
of his gallant comrades, appealed through 
the microphone for a few minutes’ quiet, 
but even they could not quell the en- 
thusiasm so loudly expressed. The multi- 
tude wanted to see them, not to listen to 
speeches, and the sight of the three to- 
wether only swelled the sea of sound that 
rose from the street. last Mr. Murphy 
braved it, and held on Until he concluded 
the citizens’ address of welcome. 

The swaying of the immense crowd was 
viewed with some little alarm from the 
platform, and this was e¢éxpressed by 
Major Fitzmaurice, who, speaking through 
the microphone, said that there was 
danger of injury to many there, and 
asked them to let the proceedings come to 
.& close. 

“I thank you,” he concluded, ‘“‘ for 
the wonderful enthusiasm with which you 
have welcomed us back to my dear old 
Dublin.’’ 

The ceremonial in Sackville street had 
tu be cut short, because of the danger to 
life and limb arising from the unbridled 
enthusiasm of such a mass of people. 
What Dublin’s welcome lost in impressive- 
ness of processional pageant it gained 
one hundred fold in spontaneous and un- 
controlled enthusiasm.

Assizes yesterday. In the narrow streets in 
the vicinity of the Shire Hall, where the 
‘trial is being held, nearly 3,000 people were 
waiting. en Mrs. Pace, accompanied by 
police and wardresses, was driven in an 
“open saloon car along the drive of the Shire 
Hall, men, women and children cheered 
frantically. “Mrs. Pace lay back in the car, 
smiling sadly at this demonstration. 

Two brothers of the dead man, who had 

ven evidence, were recognised when they 
‘left the hall, and there was a further demons- 
tration, but of a different kind. Hundreds of 

ople followed them down the streets, jeer- 
ing and booing. The brothers were escorted 
by policemen to a “bus. 


rt 4UDGE'S WARNING. 

There was a dramatic incident in the 
court itself, when a witness's reply was 
greeted with laughter. Mr. Justice Horridge 
threatened to have the court cleared. 

This is not a laughing matter,” the 
judge said, ‘‘and you ought to be ashamed 
of yourselves for being such idiots as te 
laugh in a place like this.” 

At another stage in the proceedings Mrs. 
ace, who is anger with murdering her 
husband, Harry Pace, a quarryman and 
sheep farmer, of Coleford, Ferest of Dean, 
burst into tears, but after a time she regained 
her composure.

BETS ON GREYHOUNDS, 


BOOKMAKERS’ ALLEGED FALSE 
RETURNS, 


Forty-one bookmakers were» proceeded 
against at Leeds yesterday by the Commis- 
sioner of Customs and Excise for ‘having 
failed to produce their field-books in respect 
of bets made on the Leeds Greyhound Racing 
Course, and for having made false returns, 
with a view to defrauding the Revenue.

DUBLIN DISAPPOINTING. 


GUINNESS STILL FALLING. 
There were again a couple of disappointing 


points of interest on ’Change yesterday, and. 


the volume of dealing in other directions 
left much to desire in point of briskness. 
Guinness Ordinary shares were again 
pressed for sale at steadily declining prices. 
The company’s financial year ended on 30th 
ulto., but: the final dividend statement is 
not due for notification until early next 
month. Meantime mere rumours and conclu- 
sions formed on uncertain foundations are 
being actively circulated and the falling 
market in the price of the shares naturally 
tends to scare holders and investors so that 
support is-only fitfully offered. The reduction 
of the distribution on the Ordinary shares 
from 32 to 28 per cent., tax free, for’ the 
year ended 30th June, 1927, which covered 
the great strike period in and after 1926, 
unfortunatély interfered with the hitherto 
unbroken record. of the company in regard 
to dividend. payments, and the loss of export 
trade, aecording to Port of Dublin authority, 
has singe in ne way recovered lost ground. 
In the autumn of 1925 the market value of 
the Ordinary shares was lifted mainly, it is 
now seared, by. speculative effort to nearly 
&0 on the 32 per cent. tax free dividend 
Towards the end of 1925 the com- 
pany notified—alone of all the brewers in 
Great Britain and Treland—a reduction of 
ids. per barrel in the cost of their famous 
hrew, and the concession no doubt meant a 
big sum, estimated by some at £400,000 a 
year, if the whole of the concession had 
Leen passed on to consumers. The late Lord 
Iveagh said that, the expected advantage of 
th. concession, in increased trade, was cut 
across by the general strike and the great 
coal stoppage in 1926. “The reduced trade, 
it is thought, has not been recovered, for one 
reason or another, and now the Ordinary 
shares have fallen to round 424, and the only 
iangible fact to account for it is the 1927 
reduction in the dividend and the fear that 
if trade is still poor there may be necessity 
for a further “cut” in the percentage to be 
distributed for the year’s operations to 30th 
ulto. Holders of Railway Stocks are also 
seriously disturbed by the unexpected heavy 
decline of the past 'few months in traffic 
receipts. 

The other markets were mostly quiet, with 
irregular price movements the rule rather 
than the exception. Even Government and 
British Funds fluctuate moderately. A few 
National Bank shares were picked up at a 
concession, otherwise no further change was 
recorded in Banking Securities. There were 
strong gains in Parent Trust shares, especi- 
ally the Deferred, which closed ós. 9d, a 
share higher. Alliance Gas were dull.

SOME BRIGHT SPOTS. 


The volume of business transacted in the 
London Stock Markets remained on a quiet 
scale, there being an almost entire lack of 
speculative interest, and as a consequence the 
markets as a whole displayed a dull tendency. 
There were one or two bright spots, however, 
the Commercial Motor group continuing on 
the up grade, while Salt Union were firm on 
possibilities of amalgamation with Imperial 
Chemicals at some future date. Against these, 
however, Home Rails generally suffered a 
further sharp-reaction on the decline in traffics 
and the labour situation; while Gramophone 
issues. Wireless and Cables and Oils were dull 
markets. There was not a great deal going 
on in the Gilt-edged section, but despite the 
paucity of interest a generally steady tone 
ruled, and at the close values were much the 
same as on Monday.

IRISH RAILWAY TRAFFICS. 

When the great Southern Railways closed 
the year 1927 with an increase in receipts 
of £61,210, as compared. with -a loss of 
£76,036 in 1926, there was some justification 
for a hope that the worst had passed, and 
that henceforth the line would hold its own. 
This hope has been, unfortunately, deferred, 
and the return for the first six months of 
1928 is, frankly, disappointing. The decrease 
of £55,014 is not serious in itself, but it 
compares with a gain of £40,881 in 1927 and 
a loss of £77,732 in 1°26. It is neediess to 
zo back to the huge drop of 1925. The loss 
this half-veer can easily he made good by 
even moderate savings. More interest at- 
taches to the coming half-vear, when both 
pe and goods receipts should un- 
oubtedly redress to some extent the fall to 
June 30, 

The Great Northern figures, showing a de- 
crease of £37,000, compare with the small loss 
of £10,050 in the first half of 1927, and £89,030 
in 1926. Here also savings in expenditure 
last year largely redressed the fall in receipts, 
and may be expected to do so again in the 
“ fat ” half-vear. 

The position of the Countv Down shows 
considerable improvement. The fall in six 
months is only £1,495, a4 against £11.025 
decrease in 1927 and £31,443 in 1926. Here 
fhe scope for saving is not so large as in 
the big companies, but the little Northern 
line is making a gallant fight against the 
road motor transport, both in passengers and 
goods. 

The hearing of the favourable movement 
in the Free State adverse balance of trade, 
which has fallen over £4.000,000 in the 
twelve months ended May 31 last, on the 
railway receipts is of considerable interest ; 
for if the companies lost the benefit of re- 
ceipts from the carriage “fí reduced imports, 
they do not seem to have been recouped. by 
the increased export trade in agricultural 
products.

The only striking feature” 
of the report was the recommendation b 
the directors of a dividend of 10 per cen 
At that moment he was reminded of an 
invident which happened recently in connec- 
tion with their shares. About ten or twelve 
days before the Board declared the increased 
dividend they rose three or four points. That 
rise was not due to any privileged informa- 
tion leaking out from the company's office. 
The decision of a 10 per cent. dividend was 
arrived at barely an hour before its was 
communicated to the Stock Exchange. That 
rise was entirely due to American buying. 
It appeared this company was one amongst 
others that had been selected by an American 
bank for the purpose of dealing in the com- 
pany’s shares in America. Without the 
knowledge of the directors, these shares had 
been introduced, not on the New York Stock 
Exchange, but on what was ¢alled the 
“kerb.”’ A considerable number of shares 
were picked up on the market within a very 
few davs, causing thereby a sudden rise. 

In the ordinary way it did not much 
interest the Board of ths company who might 
be the shareholders in the company, but he 
believed this to be a matter which required 
watching. ‘lhe Board believed the electrical 
industry was destined to play a most im- 
portant part in the development of Empire. 
They believed that this company held a 
marked and leading position in British elec- 
trical industry, and it might cause great 
embarrassment some day if it were found out 
that too big a proportion of shares were 
held in non-British hands, He spoke not 
from the personal but from the entirely 
national point of view. The Board, there- 
fore, proposed to watch, so far as they could. 
the progress of this movement. and; should 
they find that an undue proportion of the 
company's shares wandered into foreign pos- 
session, it might be necessary to introduce 
measures to keep that movement in check, 
within certain proportions. so that the 
control at all times should remain with 
British shareholders residing within the 
Empire. (Applause.) 

The actual increase of profits over last vear 
did not at first sight seem to justify the 
increased dividend recommended. He was 
mindful, however, of a promise made two 
vears ago to the Ordinary shareholders, who 
had been long-suffering and patient, that, 
whenever they saw something like stability 
In outlook at about the earning capacity they 
had then, they would feel it their duty to 
consider them. Having at one time received 
10 per cent. free of income tax, they were 
the one class of securitv holders who suffered 
when the shock of 1922 came. The Debhen- 
ture and Preferénce shareholders had re- 
ceived a very adequate return, but the 
Ordinary shareholders had to wait until 
depreciations and reserves had been built up 
commensurate with the present capitalisation 
go as to give the company the strong position 
which it enjoyed to-day. The Board felt

INCREASE IN BUSINESS, 

In spite of sluggishness in the important 
heavy industries, the company had been able 
to do an increased business and, by such 
increase, to make good the — drop 
In prices and the loss of. business in 
certain essential departments. This increased 
business he ascribed as being entirely dne to 
the peace in mdustrs during last vear. That 
peace in ‘industry meant continveus employ 
ment of a larger. number, and therefore in- 
creased the purchasing power yw Buhlie, 
of which labour itself was a dominant part. 
The much greater effect, however, had heen 
the strengthening of confidence, which not 
only meant appreciation of values, and thus 
accretion to the national wealth and further 
strengthening of purchasing power, but it 
also encouraged the starting of new industries 
and further development of the newer indus- 
tries already in existence. (Hear, hear.) 


LABOUR POSITION. 

Careful examination showed that the 
advance which had been made bv the com. 
pany was mainly due to the slow but definite 
improvement noticeable during the last six 
months of the year under review, and pre- 
sent conditions seemed to indicate that that 
improvement would continue. He had a feel. 
ing that this peace in industry would now 
have a‘real chance for the next few years. 
(Hear, hear.) : 

The difficulties between employer and em- 
ployed were not just a question of wages, 
but there were in existence a number of 
common difficulties—political and economic— 
which oppressed industry, and which could 
only be removed by joint efforts. (Hear, 
hear. ) 

He was convinced that a betterment in the 
standard of living and a more favourable 
balance of trade would be attained if thev 
pursued the policy of ‘‘ sawing wood,” as 
the American said, for a few years, and it 
was due to that belief that they hoped to be 
able to keep up the present earning capacity 
and dividend, always provided that inside 
their own unprotected industry nothing un- 
toward happened that might upset their 
calculations. 

The working of the Electricity Act was 
progressing satisfactorily, but had as vet not 
influenced their accounts.
